WASHINGTON, Oct. 24—If Con- 


gress passes the quitclaim legisla- 
tion renouncing the Federal Gov- 
ernment rights to billions of dol- 
Jars worth of mineral resources in 
the coastal areas -of the nation, 
‘President Truman plans to veto it, 
the Post-Dispatch was informed 
authoritatively today, 

He would do so in the face of 
“the powerful lobby supporting the 
measure, it was learned, on the 


ground that the ownership issue is - 
before the United States Supreme |% 


Court for judicial determination. 

It is extremely doubtful that 
Congress could pass the legislation 
over the President's veto. 

Knowing this, some political ex- 
perts are predicting that the well- 
camouflaged oil lobby may sud- 
denly drop its fight to enact the 
quitclaim bill and stake its chances 
on a favorable Supreme Court de- 
cision. 

Determined Opposition. 

The lobby has run head-on into 
the determined opposition of a 
handful of Senators who promise 
a stormy floor fight if the bill, 
which has passed the House, is re- 
ported favorably by the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee, This factor, 
together with the national atten- 
tion that has been focused on the 


lobby’s activities, may lead to quiet | 


abandonment of the bill. 


The President’s advisers, quite 
aside from the conviction that 
Congress must not legislate away 
the court's right to rule on pend- 
ing litigation, feel that it would 
be politically unwise for the Chief 
Executive to sign the bill. Sign- 
ing of the measure would be es- 
pecially unpopular, it is felt, be- 
cause of the personal interest in 
the bill exhibited by former Treas- 
urer Edwin W. Pauley of the 
Democratic National Committee, 
whose activities jn its behalf 
have been disclosed by the 
Post-Dispatch. 

If the states do obtain legal title 
to the oil-rich tidelands,: either 
through passage of the bill over 
the President’s veto or through a 
favorable Supreme Court decision, 
their next move will be to extend

Six-Month Option Taken 
on 28-Acre Tract — 

- Deal Depends on Zone 
Classification. 


Plans for construction of a $10,- 
000,000 plant in St. Louis County 
to manufacture soap and soap 
products have been made by Lever 
Brothers Co., nationally known 
soap manufacturers, the Post- 
Dispatch learned today. | 

The plant will serve as a nucleus 
for a planned expansion program 
by the company in this area. The 
company will construct additional 
facilities later which wil} repre- 


sent a total construction invest- 
ment of about $40,000,000. 


The company has obtained an 
option for six months on a 28-acre 
tract of land along the north side 
of the Terminal Railroad tracks 
and between Pennsylvania and 
Ferguson avenues. The tract is 
in an unincorporated area of the 
county, just southwest of Wellston 
and north of University City’. 

When the initial phase of con- 
struction is completed, the com. 
pany will employ from 800 to 900 
persons in the plant, it was esti- 
mated. Ultimate expansion of the 
plant will result in the employ- 
ment of about 3500.

U.S. STEEL, GENERAL MOTORS

Of 1010 Issues Traded in 741 Are 
Lower at Close, Average 
Price Down a Point. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24 (AP)—Led 
by U. S. Steel and General Motors, 
with losses of 2 points each, the 
stock market continued to decline 
today on a turnover of 1,360,000 
shares. Of 1010 issues traded in 
741 were lower at the close and 
the Associated Press average price 
was down a full point at 71.3. 

The sell-off was credited in part 
to correction of the recent rise 
to 84-year highs. Increasing labor 
difficulties also were called 
factors. 


Church Women Fight Racial Bars 
By Housing Negroes With Whites 


By EDITH K. GAYLORD 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP)~— 
The United Council of Church 
Women, which is meeting here, 


has decided to implement its 
stand against racial discrimina- 
tion by installing Negro delegates 
in the homes of white persons and 
vice versa. 

Here’s the picture, as pieced 
together from council members: 

About 10 per cent of the 150 
delegates from around the coun- 
try are Negroes. 

The council’s constitution says 
‘meetings must be held at places 
where there is no racial discrimi- 
‘nation. The council wanted to 
hear speakers who are in Wash- 
ington, and solved the one prob- 
lem by arranging to hold its three 
days of sessions, luncheons and 
dinners in First Congregational 
Church. 

The principal problem, however, 
was that of where delegates could 
stay for three nights. Washington 
hotels are full of white persons. 


The board members therefore, set 
out to find quarters in private 
homes. 

As a result, most of the Negro 
women are house guests of white 
persons, and several of the white 
officials are housed in Negro 
homes or halls. 

Mrs. Harper Sibley of Rochester, 
N.Y., president of the council, has 
a room and bath in the National 
a of Negro Women’s build- 
ng. 

Mrs. Emory Ross, associate sec- 
retary, and Miss Jane Tiffany 
Wagner, both of New York, are 
guests of former Judge and Mrs. 
Armand Scott, Negroes. 

Among white persons entertain- 
ing Negro guests are Dr. and Mrs. 
Paul Douglass. He is president 
of American University. 

Meanwhile, the council hopes to 
“settle amicably” the contentions 
of some Negro members that the 
meeting should never have been 
held in the capital because it is a 
city which practices social dis- 
crimination, 


When it was suggested the Cham- 


ms | ber should reconsider its vote in 


favor of MVA, Quinn said, Head 
promised “he would examine the 
possibility of having the directors 
present the issue again to the 
members for their reconsidera- 
tion,” 


Blow to MVA Foes. 


The St. Louis referendum, held 
last spring, was a blow to the foes 
of MVA, and has hampered their 
campaign ever since the vote in 
favor of establishing a regional 
‘authority was announced. When 
they attempt to brand MVA and 
‘its supporters as “socialistic,” op- 
ponents lay themselves open to 
the retort, “The St, Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce voted to support 
MVA. Is that organization so0- 
cialistic?” 

The question of supporting 
MVA was submitted to 3270 mem- 
bers of the Chamber last March 
27, the ballots being accompanied 
by both affirmative and negative 
arguments, “This is the democrat- 
ic way, and the outcome should 
be an excellent reflection of the 
attitude of the business men of 
St. Louis on MVA,” George C, 
Smith, president of the Chamber, 
said before the vote was taken. 

The vote was 776 for and 700 
against establishment of the re- 
gional authority. By-laws of the 
Chamber specify that, if at least 
one third of the membership in 
good standing votes in a referen- 
dum, the majority expression de- 
termines the Chamber’s position, 
the result being “final and bind- 
ing unless revoked or modified by 
another referendum or by a ma- 
jority vote of the members at a 
special or regular meeting of the 
membership.” 

Smith told the Post-Dispatch an- 
other vote on MVA was not con- 
templated now, and he saw no 
likelihood of a second referendum. 
He said Head had not discussed 
another vote with him, although 
“one or two persons—I don’t re- 
member who they were’—had sug- 
gested it. 

“It was suggested that the vote 
was so close and so many mem- 
bers didn’t know a great deal 
about the issues another referen- 
dum should be held,” Smith con- 
tinued. “But I didn’t consider the 
thing seriously, and the proposal 
has not come up at any meeting 
of the executive committee or 
board of directors.” 


Chamber’s Position Defined. 


In defining the chamber’s posi- 
tion in connection with the refer- 
endum already held, Smith stat- 
ed: “The vote was so close and so 
much less than a real expression it 
doesn’t mean a great deal as far 
as committing the Chamber to 
take an active part one way or 
the other. Of coursee, that’s only 
my personal view. But the direc- 
tors have issued no instructions 
for active support of MVA. We 
have sent no one to any hearings

Execution in Old Fortress. 


Quisling stumbled to his death 
through a murky, drizzling rain in 
the dismal execution square of the 
ancient Akershus fortress. To the 
very end he maintained that he 
was a patriot. He had sent a let- 
ter protesting his innocénce to 
King Haakon VII, but did not ask 
for a reprieve. A final plea by his 
wife for a reprieve was denied. 

The Government had not 
Planned to announce the execu- 
tion for three or four days to 
avoid publicity and public curi- 
osity, However, one Osio morne 
ing newspaper learned of Quis- 
ling’s death in time to catch its 
last edition with a brief sentence 
that he was executed.

Government Statement. 

The Royal Norwegian Ministry 
of Justice issued the following 
statement: 

“The sentence of death passed 
on Vidkun Quisling on Oct. 13 
by the Supreme Court in Oslo 
was carried out by shooting at 
2:40 a.m., Norwegian time. 

“The ‘supreme court did not 
recommend a reprieve. Neither 
could the state prosecutor. 

“Quisling sent the King a letter 
in which he pointed out he was 
innocent, but added he did not ask 
for a reprieve.

SENATE WILL CET

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP)— 
President Truman has promised 
to give Senators a secret report 
by four admirals and generals on

“He assured me we would get it 
just as soon as they can prepare 
copies,” Senator Johnson (Dem.), 
Colorado, acting chairman of the 
Senate Military Committee, told a 
reporter P gr “He said it would 
be in such shape that it could be 
released to newspaper men.” 

The secret study, made under 
auspices of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff in 1944, is reported to favor 
the service consolidation, 3 to 1. 
Gen. George C. Marshall, Army 
chief of staff, referred to it when 
he urged Congress to ‘place the 
armed forces in a single Cabinet 
department with air, land and sea 
branches. Secretary of the Navy 
James V. Forrestal, opposing the 
merger, told the committee the 
staff study should not be given too 
much consideration. 

Gen, A. A. Vandergrift, who 
commands the Marines, joined the 
Secretary of the Navy and Fleet 
Adm. Ernest J. King today in 
opposing unification of land, sea 
and air forces. 

“T ask the proponents of this 
measure to remember that $50 a 
month was not the consideration 
that led men to die in storming 
Iwa Jima, to crash in flames over 
Tokyo, or to lie forever in some 
nameless sea,” said Vandergrift, 
contending that the spirit of the 
Marine Corps would be lost un- 
der a merger. 

The general lauded the present 
two-department Army and Navy 
system. He said continuation of 
the wartime joint chiefs of ataff 
and other co-ordinating agencies 
would ‘accomplish all that merger 
proponents could claim for their 
legislative plans. 

After recounting the numerous 
amphibious landing made by the 
Marines with their special equip- 
ment, Gen. Vandergrift said 
healthy competition among the 
armed services was necessary. 

“The logical, the inevitable re- 
sult of unification is to paint out 
these brilliant and distinctive col- 
orings with a heavy drab coat of 
anonymous bureaucratic gray,” he 
said, adding a belief that a lump- 
ing of all armed forces into a sin- 
gle agency would set up an un- 
democratic ‘military hierachy 
which soon would destroy close 
congressional controls.

He ran into immediate objec- 
tions from Chairman Stewart 
(Dem.), Tennessee, and Senator 
Wherry (Rep.), Nebraska, Wherry, 
especially, said it would be ad- 
ministratively impossible to check 
on every house sale, 

Cost of Improvements. 

Stewart observed it would be 
unfair to a mam who bought a 
house, improved it and then could 
get no higher price to cover the 
cost of improvement. Bowles said 
adjustments could be made in 
cases of improvements. 

Wherry suggested a chance of 
side-payments which he said were 
flagrant in the case of used auto- 
mobile ceilings. 

In the case of new homes, 
Bowles suggested a price to cover 
costs of production, not to exceed 
legal price ceilings for materials, 
“plus a generous profit margin to 
the builder or developer.” 

He would have the price ceiling 
applied only in those areas where 
investigation showed they were 
needed to keep prices within 
reasonable bounds. 

Wherry asked whether Bowles 
thought the construction industry 
would approve his plan. 

“IT would be delighted to go into 
the construction business on such 
a basis, where you are sure of a 
profit,” he replied,

Bowles said requirements of re- 
turning veterans, plus a heavy 
backlog among people who have 
been saving to build, creates 
“serious and immediate infla- 
tionary pressures.”

The Senate Finance Committee 
earlier reported next year’s tax re- 
duction may. be $8,000,000 greater 
than it originally estimated. 

The vote on the individual re- 
duction section was the first 
action on the bill by the Senate 
which convened an hour early 
today to receive its finance com- 
mittee’s formal report on the 
measure, 


Other reductions awaiting ap- 
Pproval include one for corpora. 
tions of $2,849,000,000 and a $140,- 
000,000 cut for owners of auto- 
mobiles and bots through repeal 
of the $5-a-year-use-tax, 


The Senate committee asserted, 
however, that over a two-year pe- 
riod, 1946 and 1947, taxes under 
the Senate bill would be $1,336,- 
000,000 more than under the House 
version of the same legislation. 

Under ita bill, the finance com- 
mittee said the nation’s tax liabil- 
ities would be $26,857,000,000 next 
year. 

Chairman George (Dem.), 
Georgia, in presenting the report 

the Senate, argued that the 
excess profits tax on corporations 
was the ‘greatest single obstacle 
to our recovery.” 

He said the levy, which the bill 
would repeal as of next Jan, 1, 
discouraged new investments, re- 
tarded production and encouraged 
wasteful expenditures.

STATE SENATORS PRODDED 
TO ACT ON CHARTER LAWS 


Republican Leaders Use Pressure to Improve 
' Attendance of Majority at 
Sessions.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct, 24— 
Senate Republican leaders, dis- 
turbed by the failure of the Leg- 
islature to show any tangible 
signs of progress toward legisla- 
tion to implement the new Con- 
stitution in the nine months it 
has been in session, have begun 
to exert pressure on Republican 
Senators to get down to. real 
work. 

Senator H. R. Wililams, major- 
ity floor leader, exacted a prom- 
ise from his associates at a 
caucus yesterday to be regular in 
their attendance at Senate ses- 
sions and also at committee meet- 
ings. The caucus was attended 
by 15 of the 19 Republican Sen- 
ators, two being sick and one, 
Senator Claude B. Ricketts of St. 
Louis, being absent as a member 
of the MVA survey committee. 

In the realization that the Re- 
publicans, having a majority in 
both houses of the Legislature, 
are chargeable with the responsi- 
bility for carrying out the man- 
dates of the Constitution as the 
minimum of legislative accom- 
plishments, there is developing a 
concern over the possible political 
effects of the dilly-dallying which 
has characterized the actions of a 
majority since the Legislature 
convened, the seeming unconcern 
of many Senators, 


Campaign in Offing. 


Some of them are now begin- 
ning to talk of the situation in 
the campaign next year, when the 
record of the Legislature is vir- 
tually certain to be an issue, and 
virtually certain to have a bear- 
ing on the campaigns of those 
who will be candidates for re-elec- 
tion, and probably on the cam- 
paigns of candidates for all of- 
fices. 

Some Republicans are _ feeling

Meanwhile Wage Parley Goes On, With 
UAW Leader Charging Company Ex- 
ecutives Read Rather Than Listen. 


DETROIT, Oct. 24 (AP)—The 
CIO Automobile Workers’ Union 
and General Motors Corp. con- 
tinued wage negotiations today as 
the corporation’s hourly-rated 
workers throughout the country 
voted on whether a strike should 


30 per cent wage increases. 

At today’s negotiating session 
Walter P. Reuther, UAW-CIO vice 
president, presented additional 


claim the corporation could in- 
crease wages and at the same 
time boost its profits out of post- 
war earnings. The corporation, 
rejecting the 30 per cent increase 


in wages could be made without 
a corresponding rise in car prices.

FALZONE WROTE

Asked Keating to Sup- 


port Criminal Proce- 
dure in’ Which Testi- 


mony Can Be Limited. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 24— 
State Senator Joseph A. Falzone 
of St. Louis county, who is to be 
tried before the Senate next week 
on the charge of soliciting a $1500 
bribe in connection with cos- 
metology legislation, wrote to Sen- 
ator Edgar J. Keating before the 
adoption of rules for the trial,- 
asking Keating to support a mo- 
tion for using the rules of crim- 

inal procedure. 

After the criminal procedure 
rules were adopted, by vote ithe 
Senate Oct. 16, Falzone wrote 
again to Keating, thanking him 
for his compliance with the earlier 
request. Falzone’s lawyer, Charles 
E. Rendlen of Hannibal, also 
wrote to two members of the 
Senate, thanking them for their 
votes in support of the motion to 
use criminal procedure. 

Falzone today professed not to 


/remember having written to Keat- 


ing or any other Senator, regard- 
ing procedure, in advance of the 
Senate’s decision, but said he 
would look up the matter in his 
files. Rendlen said he had not 
written to any Senator in advance 
of the decision. 

The chief practical difference 
between the criminal procedure 
rules and those of civil procedure, 
under which some Senators desired 
tc have the trial conducted, is that. 
in a criminal trial the defendant 
and his witnesses can protect 
themselves against cross-questign- 
ing, by limiting the scope of thei# 
direct. testimony. Witnesses for 
the defense in a criminal trial 
cannot be questioned by the prose- 
tion on any matter not contafhed 
in their direct testimony. In civil 
procedure this limitation does not 
apply. 

The special Senate committee 
which made preliimnary inquiry 
into the charge against Falzone, 
and recommended that the Senate 
should determine his fitness to re 
main in its membership, recom- 
mended that civil procedure be 
used in the trial, to begin at 2 p.m. 
next Monday.

“The whole theory of the three- 
mile limit,” Senator O’Mahoney 
told the Post-Dispatch in com- 
menting on Borchard’s testimony, 
“is based upon an outmoded con- 
cept that a gun on shore can 
shoot three miles.

In the past, it was related by 
Sloan, assistant regional director 
of the Interior Department’s Rec- 
lamation Bureau, farmers paid 
back the whole cost of irrigation, 
but it was found they could no 
longer bear the rising expense, 
and it was concluded that the

Sloan, veteran in the bureau 
told the commission he was speak- 
ing only from the standpoint of 
his specialty, irrigation, but that 
Pick-Sloan was “a unified plan 
for the entire basin.” He added: 
“This plan is a compromise, not 
the limit of our possibilities. It 
provides for irrigation of an ad- 
ditional 4,500,000 acres in the 
basin, estimated to produce $129,- 
000,000 in crops every year.” 
Calling attention tacitly to a 
sore point in the West, he said 
the nation had spent $220,000,000 
for navigation on the Missouri 
River from Sioux City, Ia., to the 
mouth and had followed the same 
principle in making flood control 
a national obligation. Westerners 
who resent the use of water for 
navigation downstream have re- 
marked on the relative lack of 
river traffic. Sloan continued with 
the following statements as to 
finances of the Pick-Sloan under- 
taking: 

$1,400,000,000 Expenditure. 
Expenditures for all work in the 
Basin would be $1,400,000,000 in- 
cluding $700,000,000 for irrigation, 
Western farmers would be expect- 
ed to pay only what they could 
afford for irrigation—$298,000,000. 
They would pay at the average 
rate of $3 per acre annually for 
40 years, but this would include 
about $1.25 a year for operation 
and maintenance with the balance 
going to retirement of the capital 
investment without interest. 
(These charges would be a lien 
on the land.) 
While power production would 
be secondary in the plan, he went 
on, it would be undertaken wher- 
ever possible, and 4,500,000,000 
kilowatt hours would be sold an- 
nually, “at competitive rates.” In 
the 40-year period of paying off 
the irrigation investment, power 
would not only pay its own pro- 
duction cost but would be expect- 
ed to yield an additional $450,000,- 
000 for the Federal Treasury. In 
figuring power costs, interest on 
the investment for that purpose 
would be included, Sloan asserted. 
After the irrigation objectives 
are accomplished, there will re- 
main sufficient water for naviga- 
tion in the lower basin, Sloan 
maintained, adding that the Army 
Engineers, who would handle 
navigation and flood control 
works, agreed as to this. 
“Wwe soon discovered,” he re- 
marked, “that if we were to irri- 
gate all the land we should here, 
we would quickly be in conflict 
with you people, so we tried to

BERLIN, Oct. 24 (AP) — The 
four Allied powers, after working 
for six weeks on a uniform de- 
Nazification program for Ger- 
many, appearec today to be in 
favor, at a sub-committee level, 
of the strong legislation demand- 
ed by the United Sti tes. 

It was impossible to estimate 
how much longer it would take 
for the higher bodies of the Al- 
lied Control Council to sanction 
putting teeth into the vaguely- 
worded command of the Potsdam 
conference. 

Prolonged negotiations, how- 
ever, by British, American, 
French und Russian officers of 
subordinate rank have produced 
tentatively a de-Nazification code 
which approaches in severity the 
one now in effect in the American 
occupation zone, 

In a series of meetings, the 
British and american represen- 
tatives laid concrete proposals be- 
fore the Russians and French. The 
American representative sought 
full concurrence in Memorandum 
1067 of the United States joint 
chiefs of staff which has been 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower's 
basic directive. The British pro- 
posals were less drastic. 

The American recommenda- 
tions were reported to have been

sians and French, and, in general,

British.

The representatives of the four 
powers reportedly finally assented 
to the declaration in Memorandum 
1067 that membership in the Nazi 
party before May 1, 1937, was 
proof of more than nominal par- 
ticipation.

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ALF OPPOSES NEW

CINCINNATI, Oct, 24 — The 
American Federation of Labor 
delegation to President Truman’s 
labor-management conference will 
oppose any proposal of compul- 
sory arbitration or any suggestion 
that labor should enter into a.no- 
strike pledge in peacetime. 

William Green, president of the 
federation, in announcing this pol- 
icy, said he did not anticipate 
that the questions would arise but 
that if they did the AFL was pre- 
pared to cope with them. The 
executive council of the AFL, 
which will conclude its quarterly 
session today, spent most of yes- 
terday considering the probable 
agenda of the labor-management 
conference. 

The primary objective of the 
conference, as defined by Green, 
is to see what may be done to 
develop collective bargaining and 
promote co-operation between 
management and labor so as to 
reduce strikes to a minimum. 

“We are going into it with a 
spirit of trying to make it a suc- 
cess,” Green declared, “and we 
will do everything we can.” 

On Government’s Role. 

.Green pointed out that the AFL 
stood “unalterably opposed” to 
compulsory arbitration or a “no- 
strike pledge in normal times.” 
He added, however that the coun- 
cil members were agreed on the 
value of voluntary arbitration, and 
in contracts which would incor- 
porate an arbitration clause. The 
Government, he said, in effect, 
should remain a spectator in la- 
bor-management disputes except 
for its conciliation service. Green 
was of the opinion that the Fed- 
eral Mediation Service should re- 
main on a voluntary basis. 

The eight AFL delegates and 
as many alternates will meet in 
Washington the day before the 
Labor-Management conference, 
which begins Nov. 5, to formulate 
their final program. As previous- 
ly stated in the Post-Dispatch one 
of the AFL proposals may be to 
establish permanent panels of ar- 
bitrators throughout the nation 
chosen by representatives of labor 
and management. 

Green, while declining to state 
specifically the AFL proposals in 
advance of the conference, advo- 
cated voluntary arbitration trib 
unals for each industry on a na- 
tional scaJe. His thesis followed 
closely the plan -presented in the 
Post-Dispatch from an official 
source. He would retain labor's 
inherent right to strike but would 
encourage voluntary and binding

Objection Overridden. 


Over the objections of the prose- 
cutor, who pointed out that both 
generals are soon to be named as 
war criminals themselves and 
both are to be called as witnesses 
against Yamashita, the Court 
granted the request. Yamashita 
said, “Thank you.” 

Among the witnesses at the trial 
will be some who will be brought 
from the United States, presum- 
ably former internees and service 
men. The trial is expected to last 
several weeks. 

Witnesses will tell of the mas- 
sacre of thousands of civilians and 
the killing of American prisoners, 
who were shot, starved, bayoneted 
or burned to death, Among the 
civilian victims were citizens of 
the United States, Spain, Austria, 
Russia, France Germany, China 
and India. 

The opening charge in the bill 
of particulars is that more than 
25.000 men, women and children, 
all unarmed, “were brutally mis- 
treated and killed, without cause 
or trial, and entire settlements 
were destroyed without military 
necessity” by Yamashita’s troops 
in Batangas province on Luzon 
between Oct. 9, 1944 and last 
May 1.

The prisoners were 
herded into an air raid shelter 
which was set afire by the Japa- 
nese and as the Americans ran 
for their lives, they were shot or 
bayoneted. 


Prisoner Mutilated. 


Pvt. Wade E. Gensemer, an 
American prisoner, was mutilated 
and then executed at Carigara, 
Leyte, Oct. 30, 1944, another charge 
sets forth. On Bataan island, 
Capt. William Burgh and two oth- 
er American prisoners also were 
tortured and executed, according 
to still another complaint. 

More than 12,000 civilians were 
killed in the village of Lipa, Ba- 
tangas Province, last February 
and March, the bill of particulars 
continues. In the same barrio, 11 
American prisoners were executed 
last November.

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before the ultimate humiliation 

of surrender was forced upon 
me, we did manage to evacuate a 
fairly large party of nurses and 
officers by submarine. 

IT had learned from the Navy 
several days previously that the 
submarine was in our waters and 
was preparing to return to Aus- 
tralia to replenish its torpedo sup- 
ply. I arranged to have it come 
to Corregidor. 

It surfaced just outside our mine 
field and we crammed 25 persons 
into its tight interior. Most of 
them were nurses, but there were 
some ailing officers, including Col. 
Pete Irwin, my assistant chief of 
staff (G-3). Irwin was suffering 
from ulcers which would have 
probably caused. his death had he 
been captured. He reached Wash- 
ington after the grave-like silence 
of surrender had settled over The 
Rock, and was able to report on 
the battle for the island fortress 
until May 3. 

I sent my favorite gun away 
from Corregidor on that sub, It 
was a handsome Smith & Wesson 
revolver which I had worn more 
often on Bataan and Corregidor 
than I had worn my regulation 
service automatic. 

I had sent back to the States for 
the revolver shortly before the 
war. Now, when I feared it would 
soon be taken away from. me, I 
wanted my son to have it. So I 
gave it to a Col. Savage of the Air 
Forces; who was leaving on the 
sub, and told him to take it home 
with him, send it to Mrs, Wain- 
wright and tell my wife to for- 
ward it:to my son—a captain in 
the Merchant Marine.. My son 
eventually received it and carried 
it through the war. 

One of the most courageous acts 
of the entire campaign happened 
the night the submarine paid the 
last call to Corregidor. No one 
had worked harder or was rnore 
valuable to her country than Capt. 
Mieler, chief nurse of the hospital 
in the Tunnel. I told my sur- 
geon, Col. Cooper, that I wanted 
Capt. Mieler’s name included on 
the list of girls to be taken out 
by the submarine. She was the 
only nurse I specifically named. 
But Col. Cooper came to me 
shortly after receiving my order 
and reported Capt. Mieler had 
told him she did not choose to 
leave “ , , . as long as there’s a 
patient in the hospital.” I con- 
sidered—and still consider—this a 
truly great-act of heroism. She 
knew as well as I that she was 
signing her captivity warrant. 
After the submarine submerged 
and left, the heat was turned on 
us beyond all description. With- 
out let-up we were shelled and 
bombed, especially along the 
northern side of the island which 
faced Bataan’s.guns. One defend- 
ing gun after another was 
smashed, as were all of the search- 
lights we were depending upon to 
illuminate the inevitable landing 
forces. 

The Flag was hit again, near 
the end, and as was the case when 
it suffered an earlier blow on 
Corregidor,.men leaped from cov- 
er to restore it to the top of its 
towering 100-foot pole. 

This time, however, the fallen 
Flag could not be run up from the 
ground. One of the four men 
who came to its aid—they had to 
dodge not only through intense 
shelling but also were attacked 
by three dive-bombers—climbed to 
the top of the swaying pole to 
fix the halyard. 

The four brave men involved 
were Capt. Arthur E. Huff, in 
charge of an anti-aircraft battery, 
Corp. Louis A, Roark, Pfc. Roy O. 
Bailey and Pvt. Harley H. Laird.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP)—

Well, I'll tell you, fella, as long 
as there is greed and graft in the human 
race, then someone will be trying to get 
what you've got, regardless of what it is. 

You'll probably be taught to drop 
atomic bombs on women and children, 
too, but not necessarily so. However, 
you will learn to carry out orders, and 
if they say drop them, you will, And 
you won't ask why. 

Like our Government, I’m of the opin- 
fon you’re old enough to defend the free- 
dom you are entitled to.

Veto for the Oil Grab 


The veto which, as disclosed today, President 
Truman holds in readiness for any legislation 
Congress may enact quit-claiming Federal rights 
to oil in tidelands, ought to put a quietus on the 
efforts of the oil companies to raid the nation’s 
petroleum reserves under the honorable banner 
of states’ rights, It ought to serve as an out- 
size straw in the wind, also, indicating whether 
Harry Truman can be used or whether he means 
to be his own President. | 


Mr. Truman is under deep obligations to Ed- 
win W. Pauley, the multi-millionaire California 
oil man who is spearheading the drive for the 
quit-claim legislation. Moreover, Mr. Pauley is 
his personal friend, Mr. Truman is heavily ob- 
ligated also to other interested oil men who 
made large donations to the 1944 campaign. 

But much as Mr. Truman may be obligated to 
these men, the President of the United States 
owes them no special favors at all. He is under 
an obligation that cancels out every other—the 
obligation to put the welfare of the nation first. 
President Truman evidently means to let the 
Supreme Court decide the issue, which is exact- 
ly the proper course. 

It is evident from Edward A, Harris's dis- 
patch from Washington today that the attempt 
to retain the tidelands for private exploitation, 
regardless of the effect on the national defense, 
is only the beginning of a still larger struggle 
between private profit and public necessity. 


The interests seeking the quit-claim legislation 
plainly mean to challenge also the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s claim, just asserted, to oil rights on 
the continental shelf, extending to an extreme 
of 100 miles offshore. The sooner the campaign 


_ of private exploitation is squelched, the more ef- 


fective and permanent the squelching is apt to 
be; and Mr. Truman’s Damoclean veto looks like 
the most expeditious instrument. 
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Legislative Absenteeism Period 

Representative Morton has a good point, as 
far as he goes, in attributing to absenteeism 
among city members the Legislature’s delay in 
enacting laws needed to implement the new Con- 
stitution. He makes the point in replying to 
last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch article by Curtis A. 
Betts, which he criticises as another instance of 
the Legislature being lambasted by the m 
politan press. 

Mr. Betts referred to chronic absenteeism as 
“the principal cause of the delay in legislation.” 
Is the absenteeism confined to city members? 
Since they total only 32 out of 150 in the House, 
and nine out of 34 in the Senate, the Legislature 
could still function if every city member stayed 
away every day. 

The fault to be condemned is absenteeism 
period. We join Mr. Morton in condemning it, 
whether city or rural members are guilty. 
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The Issues in Universal Training 

The reaction in Congress to President Tru- 
man’s request for universal military training has 
shown that the politically opportune and the 
shirkers of world responsibility largely make up 
one side, and the members with the courage 
to do the unpopular thing largely make up the 
other—regardless of party tie. Even less real- 
istic than those who oppose military training 
outright are those who see its necessity but want 
to do it the easy way, for there is no easy way. 
The battle in Congress is shaping up. between 
the wishful thinkers and men with the tough- 
mindedness to shoulder responsibilities no mat- 
ter how unpleasant. 

President Truman's message to the joint ses- 
sion of Congress was a masterful summing-up 
of: the arguments in favor of universal military 
training for’. American youth. Because the idea 
of universal training runs so strongly counter to 
long-accepted habits of this country, the Presi- 
dent was perhaps particularly effective in the 
part of his speech in which he showed that 
pleasant opportunities are offered as well as un- 
pleasant responsibilities. 

The year of training can be used, Mr, Truman 
pointed out, to increase the literacy of our 
people, raise the standards of health, improve 
the vocational education, and serve as a step- 
ping stone into college for trainees who dis- 
tinguish themselves and who are willing to sign 
up for subsequent service as junior officers. 

All these are democratic results, which will 
make our nation fitter for the pursuits of peace, 
and therefore a less ‘attractive target for the 
pursuers of war. The President’s vision begins 
to shape up a new American concept of strength 
and preparation, which avoids the distasteful 
features of militancy, and takes as its ideal the 
citizen capable of his own defense in a republic 
capable of defending itself.

Two Kinds of Elections 

One of the most amazing election results of 
all time has just been recorded in Outer Mon- 
golia where, so it is reported from Moscow, the 
people voted 483,291 to 0 in favor of complete 
independence from China. To nothing! Con- 
versely the vote, indirectly at least, is one of 
warm sympathy, if not of closer form of ardor, 


to the Soviet Union. 


If the world’s @yelashes are raised at the phe- 
nomenal unanimity of the Mongols, it is because 
such an election result never took place even in 
Germany. In that Hitler-terrorized country, with 
the Gestapo peeking through every keyhole, 
there were still a few brave men and women 
who wouldn’t vote Ja. 

Of course, in the United States, where the 
spirit of liberty spills over into downright cus- 
sedness or cantankerousness, you couldn't get a 
A lot of people 
wouldn't vote for a sure tax-free Utopia, to be 
ushered in next Sunday at noon. That's the 
kind of animals we are, and we don't think Mon- 
gols are far different, despite the Moscow tally. 

In other words, when it comes to elections, 
Americans and Russians are very far apart. The 
very announcement from Moscow that not one 
single Mongol voted to be subject to China over- 
strains our credulity, Similarly, when a report, 
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since denied, comes in that Marshal Voroshilov 
had ordered an election in Hungary with only 
one list of candidates, Americans want to know 
why such a mockery of the electoral policy 
should be held at all. 

If the Russians want to know: what we Ameri- 
cans regard as a sure-enough election, it is what 
has just happened in France. Although it was 
feared for a while that Gen. De Gaulle had am- 
bition to be a dictator—and this fear may have 
been shared by President Roosevelt—the French 
people went to the polls last Sunday and voted 
their convictions. It was a multi-party election. 

The Provisional Government headed by De 
Gaulle was set up during the war and continued 
to operate immediately after the war, with a 
free election arranged as soon as possible. That 
the result of the election is an expression of 
confidence in De Gaulle has no bearing on the 
freedom of the-people’s choice, The result could 
have been the opposite. What happened in 
France is what the American people would like 
to see happening everywhere in the world, in- 
cluding Eastern Europe. 

In other words, the things the Russians call 
elections don’t seem to us like elections at all. 
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Our Arms in Venezuela nd Java 


The revolution that has seized power in Vene- 
zuela pledges a more effective democracy. But the 
displaced Medina Government had been praised 
by observers for its considerable progress toward 
democracy, so the net effect of the overturn, on 
its face, will be a speeding up of the process. 
This, if carried out, will be welcome in the 
United States, but another aspect of the revolt 
is also of much interest.’

This repeats the events in Guatemala, 
El Salvador and Ecuador, where revolts suc- 
ceeded by use of lend-lease equipment. On the 
other side of the picture are dictatorships that 
stay in power by means of material from the 
United States, of which a flagrant example is 
the Morinigo regime in Paraguay. In Europe, 
American equipment was used in subduing the 
EAM faction in Greece, and in supporting the 
unpopular Pierlot Government. And now it is 
charged lend-lease arms are being used in Java. 

The charge to this effect by Soekarno, leader 
of the Dutch East Indies revolution, in a tele- 
gram to President Truman should be investi- 
gated promptly and vigorously. 

Unsavory as Soekarno is, the idea of United 
States material being used to fight on either side 
of a domestic conflict over colonialism is re- 
pugnant also. Soekarno should be told to pro- 
vide proof: if he can, the misuse of United States 
material should be stopped; if he cannot, his 
claim should be publicly discredited. 

The whole record should suggest’ that the 
problem of lend-lease equipment remaining in 
other countries should be examined by our 
Government. Americans certainly do not want 
this material to become an instrument of oppres- 
sion, and its use even in a good cause ig open 
to question. For instance, if the Venezuelan 
rebels do not make good on their promises, then 
popular resentment will be diverted in part to 
the United States. 

Lend-lease was a mighty weapon of war. It 
might be a good idea to set up some controls 
to prevent its abuse in time of peace. 
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What War Chest Failure Means 


There is now an almost certain prospect of 
suffering and unrelieved destitution—not in any 
remote area scarred by war, but right here in 
St. Louis—as officials of the War Chest drive 
announce an estimated deficit of nearly $600,000 
in the campaign nearing its close, It is clear 
that nothing short of a sudden wave of civic de- 
termination will lift this campaign from tragic 
failure to success. 

Translated from dollars to human terms, the 
failure will mean neglected children, short ra- 
tions in hospitals, cold and, in some cases, dis- 
tress bordering on despair. It is not a cost that 
is paid once and for all, even with the price of 
suffering. Out of poverty comes juvenile delin- 
quency; out of despair comes crime; out of hun- 
ger comes disease. A community never gets to 
the end of paying for these things. * 

In a final effort to avert the consequences of 
failure, workers in the drive are making second 
solicitations for increased gifts. It is now up 
to every individual and corporate giver to con- 
sider if there is not something more that he can 
do to help. It is the time for any who have not 
given to ask themselves if they can afford not 
to be investors in the future of this community.

To End the State Printing Monopoly 

Considering the length of time Missouri has 
been afflicted with a costly and unfair method 
of handling the State’s printing, and the thor- 
oughness with which the system’s abuses have 
been exposed, it is amazing that nothing has 
been done about reforming the whole setup. 
Now a good opportunity for doing the long- 
neglected job is at hand, in a bill just introduced 
in the State Senate. 

Printing contracts are supposed to be let to 
the highest bidder, but actually they have for 
years been a political perquisite and a monopoly 
of one plant at Jefferson City. A change of 
party in State Government makes no difference; 
the plant is simply sold by gentlemen’s agree- 
ment to followers of the party in power, and 
the lucrative business continues as usual. The 
system was condemned by a survey in January, 
1941, as “loose, archaic, inadequate, contradic- 
tory, wasteful and uneconomical,’ but the Legis- 
lature has failed to act. Meanwhile, it has been 
charged that the bidding is so arranged that the 
favored firm has an inside track, and can make 
exorbitant charges. 

It is now proposed to discontinue the lumping 
of all State printing business into one contract, 
and instead to break it into parts, with individual 
bids for every job costing more than $50. New 
York made such a change in 1930, and saved 
$100,000 the first year. In contrast with Mis- 
souri’s one-plant monopoly, Massachusetts a few 
years ago dealt with 151 firms, and its printing 
costs are around half what they were before the 
plan was adopted. : 

It is high time for Missouri to join the pro- 
gressive states that have abandoned the wasteful 
system of monopoly and favoritism in this sec-

The term is used to cover all enemies of Communism, commentator 
says; he thinks this conception is at bottom of Soviet-American dif- 
ferences on civil liberties in Europe; urges a new understanding of 
definitions as necessary basis for friendship desired by both ‘nations.

Correspondents in London are earnestly 
trying ‘to puzzle out the basic reason why 
the Russians and the Western powers have 
almost consistently found themselves in op- 
position, And once more we hear it is the 
different interpretations of the word “de- 
mocracy.” 


When a Russian uses the word, many 
Americans think he is deliberately dishon- 
est. When an American uses the word, 
many Russians think he really menns capi- 
talism, and a fairly predatory capitalism at 
that. President Roosevelt's letter to Am- 
bassador Norman Armour, on his leaving 
for Spain, about Fascism in that country is, 
one may say, the nearest the thinking of 
the two countries ever has come together 
on this crucial theme. 


One must bear in mind two facts. The 
Soviet antagonism to Fascism is not some- 
thing that smolders; it is a continuous flam- 
ing fire. For Fascism came into being as 
an opposition to Communism, 


No Place for an Opposition 


Mussolini's Blackshirts were Italy's re- 
sponse to the sitdown strikes in Italian fac- 
tories after the'last war. And Hitler plant- 
ed the roots of the Nazi movement in the 
antagonism to Communism, as well as to 
the Versailles Treaty. 


Between Fascism and Communism there 
fis only one kind of combat, to the death. 
And, when in Eastern Europe the Russians 
take drastic and indeed violent measures 
to extinguish the opposition, they are, in 
their own eyes, simply wiping out Fascists. 
When the Western democracies urge the 
legalization of the opposition and its hav- 
ing the right to electioneer and function 
politically, to the Communists this is worse 
than heresy. It is playing with danger and 
courting defeat. 


In the satellite countries, the opposition 
to the regimes the Russians have set up 
contains many a former democrat who col- 
laborated with the Nazis. Obviously, it con- 
tains many a man who didn’t collaborate 
but who is opposed to Communism, 


But being opposed to Communism, to the 
orthodox Russian Communist, is another 
definition of being a Fascist. So the recog- 
nition of the opposition, which ig the es- 
sence of democracy as we know and prac- 
tice it, in these countries is perilously near 
the recognition of collaboration with the 
Nazis and an invitation to Fascism. 


Line Drawn Against Fascism 


The Russians say they are ready to give 
democratic liberties to all who merit them, 
but not to Fascists. And, since they have 
had revolutionary reforms to carry through 
in the Balkan countries, they have no 
qualms about lumping together the Fascists, 
the near-Fascists and the anti-Communists, 
and keeping them all out of power and in 
many cases in prison. 


President Roosevelt in his letter to Nor- 
man Armour said: “I can see no place in 


the community of nations for governments * 


founded on Fascist principles.” He said this 
though he also disavowed interference with 
the internal affairs of another country. 


Of course, simply writing auch a letter 
was interfering in the-internal affairs of 
another country. And the San Francisco 


Conference, in voting to keep the Franco 
regime out of the United Nations, was in- 
terfering, and so was the Potsdam Declara- 
tion. 


But it was mild, indirect interference. 
The Russians, on the other hand, particu- 
larly in the regions on their own borders, 
are perfectly blunt about what they regard 
as the wisdom and necessity of direct ac- 
tion against the Fascists. 


°A Difference of Meaning 


Here is where the discrepancy arises. It 
is the Russian definition'of a Fascist we 
don't accept, as well as of democracy. If 
we could agree on that, the Russians might 
be more interested in civil Mberties in the 
Balkans and other border countries, and 
more disposed to see the opposition recog- 
nized as we wish, 


If this is the root of the trouble, it should 
be both possible and practicable to get rid 
of it. It is a pretty small trouble over 
which ta divide the world into two camps, 
two armed camps, and indeed two camps 
both of which in a few years will possess 
weapons powerful enough.to wipe out each 
other’s cities and industrial centers almost 
overnight, 


If the majority of people in this country 
or in the Soviet Union really wanted trou- 
ble between the two nations, it would be 
useless to analyze the difficulties and keep 
trying to see what they amount to, But, 
so far as this country goes, we have con- 
vincing evidence that the majority of peo- 
ple want good relations with the Soviet 
Union. And one may be sure that the 
majority of Russians want them just as 
sincerely. 


A Poll on the Issue 


An authentic report on American opinion 
comes from Elmo Roper, who conducts the 
Fortune public opinion poll, and reports 
some interesting results in the New York 
Herald Tribune. Americans were given 
four statements and asked to choose the 
one that represents their opinion: 


“It is going to be very important to keep 
on friendly terms with Russia, and we 
should make every possible effort to do so.” 


“It is important, but not so important 
that we should make too many concessions 
to Russia.” 


“If Russia wants to keep on friendly 
terms, we shouldn’t discourage her, but 
there is no reason why we should make 
any special effort to be friendly.” 


“We should be better off if we had just 
as little as possible to do with Russia.” 


The first statement—for all possible ef- 
fort at friendliness—-was chosen by 22.7 per 
cent; the second atatement, for friendliness 
but not too many concessions, was chosen 
by 49.2 per cent. Thus, 77 per cent of all 
who had an opinion wanted friendly rela- 
tions with Russia.

The Psychology ef Shakespeare 
Is Explained in an Able Book 


“The Humors and Shakespeare's Characters,” by 
dohn W. Draper. (Duke University Press, Durham, 
N. C.) 

This short and interesting book sums up 
much of the “humor psychology” that was 
accepted by Shakespeare and his contem- 
poraries. According to that theory, every 
person had in his body four “humors,” or 
moistures—blood, phlegm, choler and black 
choler. One’s temperament depended upon 
the way in which these four humors were 
mixed and which one was major. 

Predominance of blood made one of san- 
guine type; superabundance of phlegm 
made him phlegmatic: the dominance of 
choler in his temperament made him chol- 
eric; and, of course, if he had too much 
biack choler, he became melancholy. The 
importance of the theory is attested by the 
way the adjectives describing the various 
temperaments have hung on in the lan- 
guage and, to some extént, in our think- 
ing. 

The surface symptoms of man’s psycholo- 
gy have, of course, been much the same 
throughout human history. The assumed 
causes of psychological reactions have va- 
ried with the theory accepted. This book 
makes clear much of the complexity of 
humor peychology, especially as the various 
types Were subdivided because of the in- 
fluence of the stars and planets at one's 
birth. 

* + - 

Anyone who hopes to understand Shake- 
speare’s plays must, of course, have some 
knowledge of the psychology he accepted. 
This book brings to the reader in short and 
interesting form what he would have to 
search wide for to collect for himself. The 
earnest student of Shakespeare will find 
that a good many things in the plays are 
made clearer by Prof. Draper’s work. 

Nevertheless, no lover of Shakespeare, 
lay or scholarly, need fear that his concep- 
tions of Shakespeare's characters will be 
overthrown by the evidence here offered. 
Shakespeare as a dramatist was chiefly in- 
terested in portraying in words and actions 
the psychological surface; that is, he was 
not diagnosing. His insight, of course, went 
deeper than that of any other writer. He 
saw how people act and react, but he did 
not attempt to say why. This book will tell 
the reader what Shakespeare must have 
seen as the causes underlying the strengths 
and weaknesses of his various characters,

Satire, as the scholarly compiler of this 
anthology defines it, may be either humor- 
ous or serious. It is essentially criticism, 
whether done with cap and bells, a flam- 
ing sword or an offhand wisecrack. Many 
reformers and critics, from Aesop and 
Juvenal to Anatole France and Sinclair 
Lewis, hence have used satire as their 
favorite weapon, Crusades and causes may 
be forgotten, but the satires they inspired, 
as this collection shows, remain lively read- 
ing. 

Cervantes ridiculed outworn chivalry in 
“Don Quixote.” Pope lampooned the atuf- 
fy overlords of. his day. Swift viciously 
debunked statesmen and humanity in gen- 
eral. Lewis Carroll deftly caricatured mid-

HERE were three ways of dealing. with the master minds of the 
One was to do nothing, taking the «view tHat 
under international law the rulers of a sovereign state cannot 


be held personally accountable to other nations for their official acts. 


The second was to condemn 
them without a hearing by a de- 
cree of the victors, the procedure 
used against Napoleon Bonaparte. 

The third was to arraign them be- 
fore an international tribuhal, es- 
tablished for the purpose, to set 
forth in detail the offenses with 
which they are charged, to submit 
the evidence in support of these 
charges and to permit the accused 
with counse] to defend themselves. 
This is the procedure, inspired 
chiefly by Mr. Justice Jackson, 
which has.been adopted. 


Ex Post Facto Rule. 


There i$ no doubt that, at least 
in modern times, this is a new pro- 
edure, and there are many who 
have qualms about it. Having 
shared these qualms, having be- 
lieved in the beginning that the 
Napoleonic precedent would be 
better than the formalities of a 
rial, I should like to set down 
ome of the reasons why I have 
become convinced that Mr. Justice 
ackson’s momentous choice is 
e right choice. 
The most serious objection to 
e tria] is that it appears to vio- 
ate the ex post facto rule in law. 
t has been argued that there were 
no international laws making it 
specific crime, with specific pen- 
Ities, to commit the deeds with 
hich these men are charged, and 
hat therefore to try them under 
he forms of law is itself a lawless 
d arbitrary proceeding. 
Lawyers have pointed out to me 
hat, properly understood, the ex 
post facto rule’ prohibits legisla- 
ion which makes an act done 
before .the passage of the law 
riminal, which was innocent when 
jone. 
If, for example, Congress in 1945 
assed a law making it a crime for 
» physicist to talk about atomic 
nergy, no physicist who had 
alked about atomic energy in 1944 
ould be punished under that law. 
But these men are charged, among 
pbther things, with the murder of 
ivilians, the enslavement of civil- 
ans, and looting. 


Shallow Wisecrack. 


These were never innocent acts. 
hey were crimes under all laws 
n all countries, including Ger- 
many, when these men took con- 
rol of the German state. In charg- 
ng Goering, Hess, et al with mur- 
ier, the Allies have not invented 

new crime which was an inno- 
ent act before the murders were 
ommitted. 

It has been said also that these 
men are being tried, not because 
hey committed crimes, but be- 
ause they lost the war. This is 

shallow wisecrack. It amounts 
© saying that gangsters are tried 
nd condemned, not for their 
rimes, but because they were not 


smart enough, or strong enough, 
or lucky enough not to be arrested 
by the police. 

These men have been arrested 
because the Allies won the war. 
But they are being arraigned be- 
fore a tribunal for crimes which 
are clearly specified in the indict- 
ment and must be proved, in their 
hearing, by evidence which must 
satisfy not only the Judges of the 
tribunal but the _ civilized con- 
science of mankind. 


Respect for Law. 


I do not believe we have any 
reason to feel that we are acting 
below our own standards of jus- 
tice. Certainly it would have been 
a mockery to all justice to give 
them immunity. To condemn them 
by decree, as Napoleon was con- 
demned, would have been permis- 
sible. 

But to arraign them before an 
open tribunal, and to submit proof 
which they will be allowed to chal- 
lenge and answer, is surely to ex- 
hibit under the circumstances a 
profound and extraordinary re- 
spect for the substance of law and 
justice, and a willingness on our 
own part to be judged by man- 
kind today and by all posterity for 
what is done with these men. 

Most of these men—it remains 
to be seen whether it applies to 
every one of them—can be tried 
for common crimes. It is debat- 
able, of course, whether some of 
the other crimes with which they 
are charged, such as the viola- 
tion of treaties, would be suffi- 
ciently specific standing by 
themselves — to justify punish- 
ment, 


What Record Will Show. 


But it is only a debating point; 
we are not confronted with men 
who merely violated certain sol- 
emn treaties but were in all other 
respects innocent of crime. There- 
fore, while it is important that 
the final judgment of the tribunal 
shall make it clear exactly what 
they are being condemned for— 
that whoever is shot is executed 
for an indubitable crime—it is 
entirely just and relevant that the 
whole record of these men shall 
be established. 

For the record will almost cer- 
tainly show, when the evidence is 
in, that rulers of a state cannot 
violate their international engage- 
ments as a matter of deliberate 
policy without becoming involved 
in the commission of atrocious 
common crimes. That is well 
worth demonstrating at a time 
when the nations are attempting 
once more to organize the world 
against aggression. If these pro- 
ceedings are carried out as prom- 
ised and planned, they will go far 
to place strong foundations under

That is understand- 
able. President Roosevelt, giving 
he greater part of his time and 


attention to the war effort, let 
domestic matters and domestic 
politics slip. 

A strong isolationist faction 
seems to have gained considerable 
authority inside Russia. In some 
areas outside the Soviet Union, 
Russian troops appear to be act- 
ing quite independently of Soviet 
foreign policy. 

Stalin is faced with a situation 
he must meet. But he has shown 
himself to be a master of timing 
in the past, and he may feel that 
the time for action has not yet 
come. §¢ 


The breakdown of the Foreign 
Ministers’ conference in London 
is a fact he cannot ignore. There 
is every reason to believe that the 
United States will wait for Rus- 
sia to make the next move. On 
previous occasions, we have sent 
special envoys to Stalin, but that 
phase is now ended.

RIGOLETTO” OPENS 


Rocco Pandiosi, in Title Role end oo ; 


Is Credited With Best 
Performance.

The opera “Rigoletto” by Giu- 
seppe Verdi was presented last 
night in the Kiel Auditorium as 
the first of the Civic League at- 
tractions of the present season. 
The inclusion of opera in this 
popular course should be a val- 
uable service to hinterland auc'- 
ences, as they have little other op- 
portunity of acquainting them- 
selves with all the great music 
written for the lyric stage. 


To accomplish this purpose, how- 
ever, the production will obviously 
have to be more forceful and more 
vital than that of last night. 
Though the cast was not without 
a certain number of interesting 
voices, the production in general 
was wholly lacking in style, dra- 
matic intensity and a binding con- 
tinuity of action. The tragedy of 


“Rigoletto” is written boldly and 


with little psychological subtlety. 
The music on the other hand, not 
only underscores the broad dra- 
matic strokes but fills in the in- 
termediate tints of characteriza- 
tion lacking in the text. 


The singing actors of last night’s 
cast conveyed neither the strength 
of the drama nor the sensitive 
character of the music. On the 
purely vocal side, Rocco Pandisio 
in the role of Rigoletto, disclosed 
an exceptional voice, freely pro- 
duced and of a rich and resonaht 
quality. Moreover Mr. Pandisio 
made the nearest approach to a 
proper interpretive style, though 
it was not quite strong enough to 


requirements of his role—but he 
let it go at that, 

Anthony Marlowe sang the role 
of the Duke. His voice is pleasant 
and supple, but no one could judge 
from its stress and coloring or 
from the way he acted the part, 
just what he was feeling, if any- 
thing. The remainder of the cast 
were professionally inadequate. 

Fritz Mahler, the cenductor, pro- 
duced a smooth ensemble from an 
orchestra too small to support the 
singers properly.

BABY CROWN PRINCE 
OF YUGOSLAVIA 
BAPTIZED IN LONDON 


Naked Youngster Yells When 
Immersed Three Times 
in Cathedral.

LONDON, Oct. 24 (AP)—Naked 
and yelling, the infant Crown 
Prince of Yugoglavia was baptized 
in Westminster Abbey today be- 
fore Kings, Queens, Princesses 
and patriarchs. 

Princess Elizabeth, heir appar- 
ent to the British throne, was his 
godmother and King George VI 
was his godfather, 

The 3-month-old son of King 
Peter and Queen Alexandra, 
barred from their Balkan thrones 
by Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz, 
was immersed three times in 
warm water and he did not like 
it. 

His cries rang through the an- 
cient cathedral until Princess 
Elizabeth took him in her arms 
and quieted him. 

The child was named Alexander 
for his grandfather, Alexander I, 
who was assassinated at Marseille 
Oct. 9, 1934. King George, in be- 
coming the godfather, fulfilled a 
promise made to King Peter 
when he was best man at the 
Yugoslav monarch’s wedding. 

Among those in the cathedral 
were King George of Greece, the 
Duchess of Kent, Princess Aspasia 
of Greece, and Princess Helen of 
Serbia.

It ‘seems a “must” for the St. 
Louis Community Playhouse to 
open each of its seasons with a 
play that’s presumably “box of- 
fice,” meaning sure-fire hocus- 
pocus for the public, regardless of 
what else, on its merits, it is not. 

The Playhouse, in this spirit, 
last nght opened its nineteenth 
season with “Susan and God,” 
Rachel Crothers to-do about a 
middle-aging society woman who 
runs from the husband she has 
caught too early in her life until, 
after two and a half acts of the 
proper agony, she has caught him 
again, 
is “mature.” She has, with all 
her values properly arranged at 
last, become ready to catch a man 
and make it stick. The curtain 
rings down on what you might 
call a happy ending—i.e., a de- 
layed-action honeymoon. 

Because the play has little real 
substance, its success depends on 
who plays Susan. And, to state 
the case bluntly, and at once, the 
Playhouse last night had no Susan 
such as Gertrude Lawrence, who 
is skilled enough to be on a stage 
by herself and make “boxoffice” 
from nothings piled on nothings. 


Joan Cantor, as the Playhouse’s | 


Susan, ducked, feinted, wove and 
emoted with all her might, but 
could not give a supremely super- 
ficial character the sincerity that, 
on a stage, makes superficiality 
profoundly convincing. Following 
her lead, Gilbert Moore, as the 
man from whom she kept run- 
ning, swung with all his might 
but did not successfully suggest 
a baffled and furjous husband de- 
termined to chask his wife even 
unto middle age. 

The rest of the cast did the 
best they could, and the best per- 
formance of all was that of Norma 
Patton, playing the unhappy cou- 
ple’s daughter. Dorothy Dodge, 
Ed Ford, Suzanne Nachtman, 
Ralph Peterson and Lucille Wil- 
liamson, in the main supporting 
parts, worked hard, and some- 
times successfully, to overcome 
the voodoos on the play from the 
beginning.

MONTREAL, Oct. 24 (AP)—Speaking for the Brooklyn ball 


elub, Branch Rickey Jr., said today thé Dodgers may have the Lee ES 
alligator by the tail in signing the first Negro player ever admitted 
to organized baseball, but if trouble’s ahead “we won't avoid it.” 


Hiring Jackie Robinson, ex- 
U.C.L.A. football ace and United 
States Army lieutenant, to do his 
1946 infielding for the Dodgers’ 
International League farm—the 
Montreal Royals—the son of the 
Brooklyn president predicted it 
“even may cost the Brooklyn or- 
canization a number of ball play- 
ers.” 


Earlier—before coming out @lat- 
ly with the statement that his 
father and Royals’ president, Hec- 
tor Racine, “aren't inviting trou- 
b , but won't avoid it”—young 
Rickey went over with Robinson 
all that the Negro shortstop’s en- 
try into organized baseball might 
imply. He explained that there 
might be difficulties for the quiet 
six-foot, 190-pounder from both 
players and fans alike in some 
quarters. He reviewed prejudices 
that exist in certain sections. 


Happy Over Chance. 

“IT realize what I’m going into,” 
Robinson said sincerely. “I also 
realize how much it means to me, 
to my race and to baseball. I'm 
very happy over this chance, and 
I can only say I'll do my very 
best to come through in every 
manner.” . 


Brought up from the Kansas 
City Negro Monarchs, which he 
joined after leaving the Army last 
spring, Robinson represents a 
$25,000, three-year hunt by Branch 
Rickey Sr. for Negro talent good 
enough to bring into the Brooklyn 
system, particularly as high as 
double-A ball. 

According to the word around 
the Royals’ bailiwick here, he is 
only one of about a couple of 
dozen Negro players Rickey’s 
scouts have rounded up after 
hunting through much of Latin 
America as well as the United 
States. 

Robinson was brought into 
Brooklyn last Aug. 29, accepted 
terms and agreed to sign before 
Nov, 1, the first contract ever 
given a Negro player. Just what 
the terms were no one admitted 
here last night, but from Racine 
it was learned the Dodgers also 
threw in a “good bonus” for Rob- 
inson'’s signature. He will join 
the Royals next spring when they 
open training, possibly at Daytona, 
Fla., if they return to their pre- 
war workout grounds. A short- 


he’s also at home on first or 
second. 

Apparently no one in baseball 
knew just what the elder Rickey 
or his scouts were up to as they 
scoured the countryside. Rickey 
Sr, had helped organize the 
United States Negro League, with 
the Brooklyn Brown Dodgers in 
Flatbush, and his ivory-hunting 
operatives went about their search 
behind the smokescreen of looking 
for Negro players for that club. 

Boosted by Three Scouts, 

Last spring, three different 
scouts sent in “hot” wires urging 
“the Deacon” to hire the ghort- 
stop of the Kansas City Mon- 
archs. Now Rickey was ready to 
revolutionize baseball for the sec- 
ond time in his career, with an 
even more spectacular step than 
the one he took in 1920 when he 
came up with the chain store sys- 
tem of developing talent. 

Rickey Sr., upon hearing of the 
Monarchs’ protest, declared today 
that he did not recognize the 
American Negro League as a le- 
gitimate league and charged that 
“Negro baseball is in the zone of 
a racket.” 

“Clark Griffith of Washington 


/to the contrary, I have not signed 


a player from what I regard as an 
organized league,” said the Brook- 
lyn president. 

Expects Him to Make Good, 

Rickey said that, ‘although he 
had not seen Robinson play, he 
was certain from his scouts’ re- 
ports that he was an outstanding 
prospect and that he fully ex- 
pected him to make good even- 
tually in the big leagues. 

“He’s not ready for the Dodgers 
yet,” Rickey said, “and under no 
circumstances will he be given a 
trial by Brooklyn next season. For 
the time being it’s strictly a Mon- 
treal proposition.” 

Rickey said he did not anticipate 
that there would be any trouble 
with the other players over Rob- 
inson’s presence on the Montreal 
club, adding that “we’ll cross that 
bridge when we come to it. I fully 
expect other teams to follow our 
lead in signing Negro players.” 

The Brooklyn boss confirmed 
that he had other Negroes lined

It was a moot question, of 
course, whether the Commissioner 
actually would be available to the 
aggrieved Negro owgers as a 
court to which they could carry 
their complaints, or whether his 
duties merely called for him to po- 
lice his own organization. 

Chandler, who refused to make 
any comment on the signing of 
Robinson, said that he would de- 
cide whether a protest from Baird 
would be entertained when he re- 
ceived such a protest. 

“He can protest if he wants to,” 
the commissioner said here today, 
“and I will decide whether it 
merits consideration when it 
comes in. I don’t -want to com- 
ment unless the matter comes to 
my office in some form that re- 
quires me to say something.” 

The reaction of the Monarchs’ 
co-owner was, perhaps, the most 
interesting obtained to the sign- 
ing of the first Negro player to a 
contract in organized ball. It had 
been generally felt—and no doubt 
by Rickey, himself—that the rev- 
olutionary move would be uni- 
versally hailed by Negro baseball 
as the long-sought opening wedge 
into the big leagues. Owner 
Baird's beef was, therefore, a 
considerable surprise. 

President Clark Griffith of the 
Washington Senators was quick 
to see the justice of Baird’s com- 
plaint, declaring: 

“That is a well established 
league, and organized baseball 
shouldn't take their players. The 
Negro League is entitled to full 
recognition as a full-fledged base- 
ball organization.” | 

It gave every appearance Of be- 
ing a question that would have to 
be settled soon if Rickey, as was 
reported, had lined up some 25 
other Negro players besides 
Robinson for his Brooklyn farm 
teams. The Dodgers’ president wus 
reported to have said that in three 
years’ search he had not found 
a single Negro player with a con- 
tract. 

If there had been any expecta- 
tion that the announcement of 
Robinson's signing would rouse a 


storm of controversy in organized 


baseball circles, it failed to de- 
velop immediately.

HOUSE PASSES 


BILL 10 EXPAND 
JOBLESS BENEFIT 


By JAY B. WILSON

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 24— 
More liberal jobless pay benefits 
for Missouri’s unemployed were 
approved in the passage by the 
House yesterday of a measure in- 
creasing both the amount of pay 


and the period during which com- 
pensation may be received. 

The bill extends the period for 
drawing unemployment compensa- 
tion from 16 to 20 weeks. It in- 
creases the maximum weekly ben- 
efits from $18 to $20. The bill, 
now before the Senate for consid- 
eration, provides that the changes 
become effective Jan, 1, 1946, 

While war-plant cutbacks have 
put an increased number of per- 
sons on unemployment compensa- 
tion rolls, it is expected that the 
total amount paid for the entire 
year in jobless benefits will not 
exceed, $3,000,000. Compared with 
the $27,490,277 collected last year, 
this is considered unlikely to prove 
a serious drain on the unemploy- 
ment compensation fund, which 
has grown to $161,000,000 since it 
was created in 1939. 

Sponsored by Randall R. Kitt 
of Chillicothe, Republican floor 
leader, the measure has been in- 
dorsed by representatives of the 
State Federation of Labor, the 
CIO and. four of the railroad 
brotherhoods, in addition to being 
approved, the House Committee on 
Pensions was informed, by a ma- 
jority of the employers in the 
state. 

Another change from the pres- 
ent law provided by the bill would 
enable an employer purchasing 
another business to acquire the 
unemployment compensation ex- 
perience rating of the business 
purchased. The law now specifies 
that when ownership of a business 
is transferred, the experience rat- 
ing is lost. There are other pro- 
visions in the bill for minor ad- 
ministrative changes. 

The House passed a measure to 
enable the state to take deposi- 
tions of defense witnesses within 
Missouri when the person accused 
is charged with a felony. The bill 
would not, however, permit the 
taking of depositions of the de- 
fendant or of the defendant’s hus- 
band or wife. | 

This is a long-advocated reform 
in criminal code procedure to put 
the state on an even footing with 
the defense, which now is permit- 
ted to take depositions of -wit- 
nesses for use in trials. 

The House Constitutional 
Amendments Committee today re- 
jected two plans to increase the 
State gasoline tax from two to 
three cents a gallon. Both plans, 
contained in proposed constitu- 
tional amendments for submission 
to a vote of the people, were de- 
signed so that the additional funds 
collected would have been used 
chiefly for construction of farm- 
to-market and all-weather roads in 
rural areas, Representative Melvin

FORTUNE IN SILVER 
DROPPED IN BAY 
AS JAPANESE LAND 


Continued From Page One. 
the serial numbers had been ra- 
dioed, we destroyed our lists of 
banknote numbers, as did the 
Honolulu relaying ‘station which 
moved the numbers on to Wash- 
ington. These numbers eventually 
reappeared on fresh Philippine 
bills, after the liberation — bills 
which . had the word Victory 
spelled out across their backs. 

The silver coins, valued at $15,- 
000,000, presented much more of 
a problem. Under the direction 
of Gen. Moore they were sealed in 
wooden boxes and for three suc- 
cessive nights these boxes were 
towed out into the bay, on barges, 
and dropped at a carefully sur- 
veyed point between Corregidor 
and Fort Hughes. The location 
of the silver, on such notations as 
we were forced to make, was ra- 
dioed to Washington and all docu- 
ments pertaining thereto were 
burned. 

This was not the last I was to 
hear of the silver, During the 
early days of my captivity I was 
constantly questioned about it. 
The Japs knew we hid it in the 
bay, but they never found out 
where it rested. 

It took no mental giant to fig- 
ure out, by May 5, 1942, that the 
enemy was ready to invade Cor- 
regidor. For further confirmation 
of my beliefs, I had a courageous 
Philippine Army officer posted in 
Manila with a clandestine radio. 
At great risk to his life, he re- 
ported to me that the Japanese 
Fourth Division had finished ex- 
tensive landing maneuvers on the 
shores of Cavite, near our old 
naval base. 

He further revealed to me that 
the Japs were constructing thous- 
ands of bamboo ladders at a place 
near Manila, to be used in scaling 
the more forbidding cliffs of Cor- 
regidor. 

Just at dusk on one of our final 
evenings on The Rock an observer 
posted on the highest point on 
Corregidor reported a flotilla of 
small, self-propelled boats attempt- 
ing to slip into Mariveles Bay on 
the tip of Bataan. They were just 
clearing Langaskagayan Point 
when spotted, 

@ur remaining three-inch guns 
and our single big mortar opened 
fire and dispersed the flotilla. 

The moon was another tipoff. 
The four Jap attacks on my left 
rear flank on Bataan had come 
during the rise of previous full 
moons, which illuminated the bat- 
tlefields. 

The moon approached full scale 
during the early days of May and 
we knew that it was our best sign 
of the coming attack. Our troops 
along the beaches and in the ruin- 
ed and half-ruined batteries were 
alerted. 

At 8 o'clock on the night of May 
5 Jap batteries on Bataan opened 
up furiously and shelled our entire

BILL FOR SELLING 
LIQUOR BY DRINK 
IN COUNTY FAILS

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct: 24— 
The wet and dry issue which 
periodically confronts the Legisla- 
ture was passed on twice yester- 
day by the House, which defeated 
a measure authorizing sale of in- 
toxicating liquor by the drink in 
St. Louis county and then passed 
a bill to license so-called “set up” 
places, 

Representative Forrest Mitten- 
dorf of St. Louis county, author 


of the measure to permit sales by 
the drink in the county, told the 
House that “We in the county 
want this law and have come to 
the Legislature to ask for it.” 

Questioning Mittendorf's state- 
ment, Representative J. Sam N. 
Farquhar of Cape Girardeau said 
he had received letters opposing 
the measure from “church people 
and business men in St. Louis 
county who said such a law would 
lead to nothing but a string of 
taverns in the county.” 


New Constitution Cited. 


Other members pointed out that 
the measure possibly would be un- 
constitutional in that it did not 
apply to the other counties of the 
first class, the new Constitution 
in the county classification sec- 
tion specifying that a law apply- 
ing to one class of counties shall 
apply to all counties of that class. 


Mittendorf ended his fight for 
passage of the bill with the state- 
ment that law enforcement offi- 
cials of St. Louis county desired 
passage of the measure. 


The vote on the measure lacked 
30 of attaining the constjtutional 
majority required, with 36 voting 
for the bill and 69 against it. 


The bill to license “set-up” 
places, passed by a vote of 102 to 
14, was opposed by Mittendorf, 
who said it would lead to confu- 
sion in enforcing the law. “This 
will result in more of our young 
people buying liquor in package 
liquor stores and then driving out 
to drink it on side roads and by- 
ways,” he said.

$60 a year, with cities of more 
than 20,000 population having the 
option of imposing an additional 
license fee of $300 yearly. 


“Set-up” places would be pro- 
hibited from operating on week- 
days between 1:30 a.m. and 6:00 
a.m, and between midnight Satur- 
day and midnight Sunday in addi- 
tion to remaining closed while the 
polls are open on any election day, 
the regulation as to hours being 
the same as for taverns and pack- 
age liquor stores.

HEN a child is about to leave the house it 
is a generous gesture on the part of a par- 
ent to inquire, “Do you need any money?” 
What a question to ask! It makes the large 
assumption that the child has not spent the 
money you previously gave it, probably a week 
or 10 days before. Nothing flies so fast as the 
time between giving a child sums of money. 


It suggests that the child is not interested in 
taking a girl to the movies or eating sundaes or 
drinking chocolate malted milks or dropping into 
some place to dance. It takes for granted that 
all football games are free of charge. 


What would the parent think if the child. were 
to reply ‘that it needs no money, since it acted 
as a faithful steward, invested wisely the money 
previously given it and is now ready to return 
it three-fold? 


Or perhaps the parent hopes the child will 
reply that it needs the money all right but con- 
cludes the parent needs the money more than 
the child. Therefore nothing would please it 
better than to deny itself the money with the 
urgent request that the sum be applied to the 
payment of the bill for repairs to the roof.

My Day

WASHINGTON, D.C., Tuesday. 

NYONE who goes to the Officers’ Lounge in New York— 
Avner officers are allowed to wait with their families for 

housing or for theater tickets, or just plain information and 
advice—will be struck these days by the number of young 
families who have evidently just come from the train and 
are still busy soothing one child or another after a long and 
tiring trip. There the same family. may be several hours 
later! No rooms or apartments are available for them. 

Tomorrow night, the American Veterans’ Committee will 
hold a rally at Hunter College, Sixty-eighth street and Park 
avenue, to call attention of the public in New York ‘City to 
the acute housing situation which confronts the returning serv- 
iceman. The men, who stand in line an hour or two, are 
told that nothing is available, and they turn away hopelessly, 
feeling that New York is just an overcrowded, over-stimulated, 
heartless community. 

It is estimated that 50,000 units will be needed in New York 
by next summer, and that the present crisis will grow greater 
each year for at least two years. What is true here is equally 
true of cities all over the country.

THE PROGRAM of the American Veterans’ Committee 
divides itself roughly into two parts that we can all try to 
work for. The first is to find some way of erecting temporary 
housing so that these people will not go through the long 
winter without some shelter. Temporary. housing, however, must 
be carefully watched, since it tends to grow permanent and 
there are always many drawbacks which can be accepted for 
a short time, but with which we should not put up for long. 


In addition, the committee suggests the rehabilitating of old-. 


law tenements by putting in central heating, hot water and 
private baths. 
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THIS 18 AN emergency measure which is perhaps neces- 
sary at the present time. But we should be very careful that 
these partially renovated old-law tenements are not taken 
from condemned lists for long, and this may not be a possible 
thing to do when costs are high. 

I have been wondering whether the trailer camps estab- 
lished outside the District of Columbia might not prove useful, 
even though the New York climate is much colder than Wash- 
ington’s. I have seen outside that city a whole field set up 
with trailers, with sewage systems dug and the water supply 
adequately provided. This requires some empty space, how- 
ever, within striking distance of the city; and it also probably 
is much harder now, on return from overseas, to put up with 
the inconveniences which old-law tenements and trailer living 
im pose,

NATURALLY the Veterans’ Committee urges a long-term 
program to accelerate new type, permanent construction, both 
private and public. They would support the Wagner-Ellender 
Bill, which would provide sufficient funds for public housing. 
I understand that there is a surplus at present in the State 
Treasury, and perhaps some of that money might be made 
available for loans to construction companies. 

Everyone wants to help the serviceman, Here is one of 
his most important needs, and we should keep working on it 
until it is solved.

Tomorrow

ODFISH cakes are often ordi- 
C nary and sometimes even un- 

appealing in flavor and ap- 
pearance, but they can be most 
palatable and almost glamorous 
in appearance. They are a mini- 
mum of work but if the maximum 
of imagination is used in their 
preparation and in cooking them 
in shallow fat, they will have 
golden brown crispy tops and bot- 
toms and colorful, interesting and 
flavorful insides. They need to 


be served immediately after re-. 


moving from the skillet while siz- 
zling hot ‘with a bubbling hot 
pickle sauce over them. Instead 
of the pickle sauce you may use 
tartar but one cannot enjoy as 
much tartar sauce as pickle sauce, 
so if time permits we would al- 
ways recommend the pickle sauce. 
It not only takes the place of a 
tart relish but also of a gravy and 
the added moistness is a pleasing 
note to add to the fish cakes. 


Codfish Cakes. 


Melt two tablespoons of shorten- 
ing in a skillet. Saute in it one 
tablespoon of chopped onion, one 
tablespoon chopped green pepper, 
and two tablespoons diced celery 
for five minutes. Add to this one 
half cup grated carrots, one cup 
hot cooked macaroni, two table- 
spoons dry bread crumbs, three 
fourths teaspoon salt, one egg, 
slightly beaten, and one and one 
half cups codfish flakes (one half 
of a 15-ounce can). Mix thoroughly 
and drop by tablespoonfuls into 
another skillet in which there are 
three tablespoons of hot shorten- 
ing. Cook over medium heat for 
15 minutes, until brown crust is 
formed; turn once durifg the 
cooking. Serve with a white sauce 
to which you have added some 
chopped chives, pickle relish or 
chopped parsley. Makes eight 
cakes.

called to some of the possiblii- 

ties that are lurking in the 
background in the so-called acute 
abdomen as expressed by their 
physician or surgeon. In many 
instances a severe gastro-intestinal 
upset is the offender, but in others 
acute appendicitis, acute gall blad- 
der disease, perforation of a pep- 
tic ulcer (stomach or duodenum), 
acute bowel obstruction, acute in- 
flammation of the pancreas, are 
potential threats. 


These are the five most impor- 
tant diseases to be given consid- 
eration especially in the male, and 
in the female add ruptured ectopic 
pregnancy (tubal pregnancy) acute 
inflammation of the tube and 
ovary, twisted ovarian cyst and 
rupture of a pelvic abscess. These 
are the most likely surgical prob- 
lems within the abdominal cavity 
after acute gastro-intestinal in- 
flammation is eliminated. 


There are some diseases cutside 
of the abdomen that must be ex- 
cluded that closely simulate the 
diseases mentioned within the ab- 
domen. They are: (1) coronary 
disease of the heart, (2) lead pois- 
oning, (3) pneumonia, (4) syphilis 
of the central nervous system, (5) 
renal (kidney) stones. These con- 
ditions mentioned are not all of 
the diseases that may cause either 
a true or false abdominal emer- 
gency, but they are the common- 
est and must be kept first in mind, 
Acute inflammation of the liver, 
abscess of the liver, cirrhosis of 
the liver and some other diseases 
too numerous to mention are to 
be considered. Is it any wonder 
then that the acute abdomen pre- 
sents such a problem to the phy- 
sician or surgeon? 


The doctor recognizes his respon- 
sibility and goes about e&tablish- 
ing his diagnosis along carefully 
laid lines with the idea of protect- 
ing his patient from unnecessary 


Ten laity should have attention 


surgery or recommending surgery 
when delay may prove fatal to the 
patient. These are tremendous re- 
sponsibilities and are conscien- 
tiously and admirably handled by 
the vast majority of doctors, but 
do the laymen appreciate this ef- 
fort and mental strain without a 
proper understanding of the mag- 
nitude of the problem in its vari- 
ous phases? I am convinced they 
do if acquainted with the many 
pitfalls associated in the proper 
study of a given case. 

My idea in presenting this arti- 
cle is to call to their attention that 
patience, immediate hospitaliza- 
tion, consultation when advisable, 
and unlimited faith in the doc- 
tor’s honest efforts, is necessary to 
bring to a successful conclusion 
the diagnostic and surgical man- 
agement of these acute abdominal 
problems. [Ignorance of the seri- 
ousness and in some instances per- 
plexing situation retards rather 
than promotes a mutual under- 
standing between doctor and fam- 
ily. Immediate hospitalization 
where there are facilities for com- 
piling essentic! data in a given 
case is important. Delay with fur- 
ther study to avoid or initiate 
surgery is safe in a hospital, but 
not so at home. That is why hos- 
pital is mentioned and insisted 
upon as laboratory study, X-ray 
facilities, etc., are used to quick 
advantage. 

I hope this rather incomplete 
Summary of the dangers and pos- 
sibilities in the acute abdomen will 
impress on my readers the impor- 
tance of a better understanding 
and appreciation of the tremen- 
dous responsibility the physician 
or surgeon is confronted with when 
called to see such a case. Finally, 
I hope with this brief note of 
warning they will co-operate with 
the doctor in his honest efforts to 
manage the case successfully.

nouns is formed. Will you please 
give us another of your sane dis- 
cussions? 

A. The problem is not difficult 
if we understand the composition 
of such nouns. For example, what 
is a court-martial? It is a court 
for conducting trials of military 
personnel, Therefore, the com- 
pound, court-marital, consists of 
a naming word (a true noun) 
and a describing word (adjective). 
That is to say, the adjective mar- 
tial explains the nature of the 
court. 

In English, adjectives and nouns 
which act as adjectives have no 
plural form, as do pure nouns. 
Therefore, since the compound 
court-marital consists of a noun 
followed by an adjective, only the 
noun can be »pluralized, thus: 
courts-martial, which is another 
way of saying “military courts.” 

Now let us apply the same prin- 
ciple to the compound “right of 
way.” It means “the right of pas- 
sage.” The noun “right” is the 
naming word, and the phrase “of 
way” is merely descriptive and 
serves as the adjective; therefore, 
the correct plural is: rights of 
way (rights of passage). 

Other correct plurals are: 

Noun Adjective 
mothers- -in-law 
attorneys general 
commanders in chief 
postmasters general 
men of war 

hangers- -on 

passers- -by 

bills of lading 

sergeants major 

listeners- -in 

Of course, in English nearly all 
rules have exceptions; hence, 
these plural compounds which do 
not follow the foregoing rule: 
Knights Templars; jack-in-the- 
pulpits; break ~- throughs;  go- 
betweens; know-it-alls. 

No inflexible rule can be laid 
down for hyphenating compounds. 
Some compounds are written as 
one word, as: roundup, holdup, 
knockout. Some are written as 
separated words, as: real estate, 
post office, parce] post. Others are 
hyphenated, as: vice-president, 
make-up, by-laws. 

What to do? Consult a _ rep- 
utable, late-edition dictionary.

13.298 JOBILESS PAY CLAIMS 
IN WEEK; POSTWAR PEAK HERE 


U nemployment compen sation 
claims for St. Louis and St, Louis 
County increased to 19,298 at the 
end of last week, the highest since 
the war's end, the Social Plan- 
ning Council reported yesterday. 

This figure compared with 17,- 
703 for the previous week, a rise 
of 1595 claims on which payments 
are assigned. Only about 800 per- 
sons in this area were receiving 

, compensation last July. 

At the same time, placements at 
the United States Employment 
Service were reported on the in- 
crease, indicating a greater ac- 
ceptance of jobs offered. Last 
week there was about one place- 
ment for every three referrals to 
jobs, compared with less than one 
for every five the first week of 
October. An increase in applica- 
tions for public assistance was 
noted by the social service ex- 
change.

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Col. E. C. Gault Heads Branch That's Storing Millions of Papers 


By Virginia Irwin 


E used to wonder while we 
W vere around the Army over 

in Europe what on earth 
would ever happen to all the pa- 
pers army clerks were forever 
making out. We know now. The 
government saved them, 


Before the end of this month 200 
boxcar loads of records will have 
arrived at the St. Louis Adminis- 
tration Center where the De- 
mobilized Personnel Records 
Branch of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Office will have on file mil- 
lions of papers that will tell every- 
thing the Army ever found out 
about any G.I. Joe in the service. 
With just the flick of a file clerk’s 
wrist, the Demobilized Personnel 
Records Branch will be able to 
tell how much dough G.I, Joe sent 
his mother every month, whether 
he was ever in the jug for being 
AWOL, whether he was ever deco- 
rated for bravery or had the stom- 
ach ache on the morning of 
Jan, 13. 


The Demobilized Personnel Rec- 
ords Branch has been pushed 
around quite a bit in the last few 
years, but Col. E. C. Gault, head 
man of the branch, thinks his file 
drawers have finally come to a 
permanent roost. Col. Gault and 
his staff supervised the moving of 
22,022 four-drawer file cases from 
High Point, N. C., without dis- 
turbing a paper. 


“Of course,” says Col. Gault, 
“this number of file cases is just 
a good start. Those cases contain 
the records of about 3,500,000 men 
discharged from the army since 
1939. You add the records of an- 
other eight and a half or nine 
million men whose records are 
still to come in after their dis- 
charge and eventually you're go- 
ing to wind up with about 50,000 
four-drawer file cabinets.” 


Since we're the type who 
couldn’t locate the receipt for last 
month’s phone bill in our own 
files, we asked the Colonel about 
the department’s record for find- 
ing things. 

“Ninety five percent perfect,” 
grinned the Colonel, who’s been 
in the army for 23 years. “We 
once kept a record of the number 
of misfiles and the total number 
of searches made and the record 
of efficiency astounded even me.” 


COL. E. C. GAULT 


OF GOOD HUMOR. 


When demobilization is com- 
pleted and the Army gets the rec- 
ords of the approximately 12,000,- 
000 men: in our armed forces all 
gathered together out at the Ad- 
ministration Center, Col. Gault 
figures his Branch will occupy 
about 550,000 feet of floor space. 
That’s equivalent to about 3,000 
12x15 foot rooms, He’ll need about 
2,000 file clerks and practically all 
of them will be drawn from St. 
Louis. On the move here from 
High Point, he brought along 
only about 200 hundred employes 
—35 of those being government 
gals who have been with the 
Branch since its early days in 
Washington, D.C. 


Col. Gault explained that the 
1,800 file clerks who will be hired 


fy through Civil Service examina- 
tion, but he says a girl doesn’t 
have to have any special qualifi- 
cations. About all she needs is 
a knowledge of the alphabet and 
the stamina to stand on her feet 
for long hours. 


Col. Gault thinks that at present 
there are about 15,000,000 manila 
folders in his file cases. These are 
folders such as you find in any 
office file. In addition to these 
there are some 3,500,000 envelopes 
of about the size your insurance 
policies come in. In these folders 
and envelopes is all the informa- 
tion the Government hag guthered 
about every man who has ever 
been in the Army. All the veter- 
an’s enlistment or induction pa- 
pers are there. There’s his service

tion records, decoration and award 
records, medical and insurance 
records, allotments records. In 
these files is the proof of what 
every Joe did on every day of serv- 
ice—when, where and how well. 

Compared to the 50,000 four- 
drawer file cases it will take to 
save all the World WarlIlI records, 
World War I filing was a simple 
job. The World War I files, only 
41,115 for the whole war, are still 
at High Point. World War I rec- 
ords date from Sept. 1, 1912, to 
Sept. 8, 1939.

ESIDES the back-breaking job 
B of filing the thousands of rec- 

ords that come in as men are 
discharged from the Army, Col. 
Gault’s branch handles an average 
of 10,000 pieces of correspondence 
daily from persons seeking infor- 
mation. Strictly speaking, nobody 
is supposed to have access to these 
records but the War Department 
and the Veterans’ Administration. 
The Branch also photostats 75,000 
records a month. 

Col. Gault supervises the tedious 
job without loss of good humor. 
He came up from the ranks. En- 
listing in 1922, he was commis- 
sioned in 1940. He was chief clerk 
of the 103d Division in Denver, in 
the Military Intelligence Section 
of the Panama Canal Department 
in Panama, and spent 29 months 
as adjutant general of the Alaskan 
Department in Alaska. Last No- 
vember he was made commanding 
officer of the Demobilized Person- 
nel Records Branch. 

Eventually, the Demobilized 
Personnel Records Branch will be 
just a part of the great records 
administration center which the 
Adjutant General's Department of 
the War Department is setting 
up here. The whole business will 
occupy some 1,500,000 square feet 
in various Administration Center 
buildings. The Administration 
Center, besides the Demobilized 
Personnel Records Branch, will 
include the Organization Records 
Branch being moved here from 
Savannah, Ga.; the Contract Rec- 
ords Branch, formerly housed in 
a downtown St. Louis building; 
the Discontinued Projects Branch, 
which will come here from Omaha, 
and the Clinical Records Branch, 
from High Point. 


How It Started

“AIN’T”’—Used by a Webster too! 


é6 AIN’T yet ripe for your 
Jorthograpny,” wrote a broth- 
er-in-law to Noah Webster. 


This communication being in the 
family, “ain’t” may not have been 
too hard upon the sensibilities of 
the father of the dictionary which 
brands the term as colloquial! 
But it has been the cause of much 
argument, and now a reader asks 
for the “low-down” on it, 


“Ain't,” which is tainted by il- 
literate usage, is a contraction of 
“are not,” “am not,” or “is not.” 
It was regularly used in represen- 
tation of Cockney speech — by 
Dickens and other authors. And 
though it is undoubtedly low lan- 
guage, it is heard in surprising 
places! 


The earliest recorded appear- 
ance of “ain't” is in an English 
novel by Frances Burney entitled 
“Evelina,” published in 1778, in 
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the line: “Those you are engaged 
to ain’t half ao near related to you 
as we are.” However it was popu- 
lar dictect in London and élse- 
where throughout England before 
that time. 


Campaigns against the use of 
“ain't” have been waged ceaseless- 
ly for hundreds of years. A group 
of achool teachers once organized 
an “ain'’t-leas week.” Yet no 
awiris of opposition seem able to 
resist the forward surges of the 
tide of its usage! Indeed, one of 
our highest authorities on lan- 
guage believes that eventually 
“ain’t” will be in good usage, at 
least for the first person inter- 
rogative “Aain’t I” taking the place 


of the stilted “Am I not.” It may 
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even come to pass that some day 
lexicologista will point to “ain't” 
as an example of the variety in 
English idiom typified by the 
statement of the Cambridge oyster 
man of a century ago, who is 
quoted by James Russell Lowell, 
in his “Fireside Travels,” as say- 
ing, “When ‘ysters is good they air 
good, and when they ain't they 
isnt”!

tally review the bids made by the 
opponents, if any, to determine as 
best he can the high cards that 
are “marked” in each hand.

West led the spade queen. East 
captured the trick and returned a 
spade, dummy ruffing. Declarer 
led to the club king and laid down 
the queen, intending to enter dum- 
my with the diamond king and 
discard his last spade. East, how- 
ever, ruffed the club queen, 
cashed the heart ace, then gave 
West a heart ruff. Down two! 

Obviously, the contract could 
have been defeated by West’s ruf- 
fing a heart, but when East led 
back the spade at the second 
trick (feeling that South, not 
West, probably had only one heart) 
declarer was given an opportunity 
that he should have used to ex- 
cellent advantage. 

It was logical to exit from dum- 
my with a low club—but why try 
to cash South’s other club honor 
then and there? Why plan on 
discarding a loser on the club ace? 
South had lost a spade trick and 
he would have to concede the 
heart ace, but no other loser waa 
in sight unless the trumps broke 
4-0. If that horrible trump break 
existed, it was a cinch that Weat, 
not East, had the four trumps, and 
he would be 98 per cent sure to 
make a trick. Thus, it was futile 
to worry about that. The real 
danger was that East, whose two 
vulnerable bids could only have 
been made on good distribution, 
not high cards, would be short of 
clubs. Hence, South should have 
ruffed his last spade, cashed the 
diamond king, and then led a séc-
